PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 14.—Following 
closely upon the exposure of gross irregu- 
larities in the cigar department of the 
eastern state penitentiary, comes the puDlic 
announcement that the illegal coinage of 
minor silver pieces has been carried on by 

convicts In the big institution 

No details of the counterfeiting scheme 
can be learned from any of the offictals 
connected with the prison or from the gov- 
ernment officers that have been assigned 
to t case. 

Fivé men were engaged in the work. the 
head of the counterfeiters being a Phila- 
deiphian, now completing his second term 
for this offense. . 

The others were professional criminals, 
who secured, through the plumbing depart- 
ment of the prison, the necessary metal 
made of solder, tin and ground glass. ‘The 
molds, it is believed, were made of plaster 
of paris, scraped from the walls of cells. 

Some of the coins got into circulation, 
but in what manner has not ye been fully 
determined There is a belief that certain 
employes, who did favors for the prisoners, 
such as mailing letters, in violation of the 
rules of the institution. were given the 
bogus money as tips, and they Innocently 
passed it into circulation.

NEW WARRANT IS PROBABLE 


Witness Tells of Attack on Chiron 
While He Lay in Stupor, Duncan 


Being Two Blocks Away. 


The case against James Y. Duncan, who 
was accused by the police of having beaten 
and robbed Marius Chiron, an artist, on 
Olive street near Grand avenue, took a 
new turn Monday morning, when several 
witnesses appeared to prove to Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Dalton that Duncan 
had nothing to do with beating Chiron. 

The witnesses declared that Chiron was 


erward reproted that he had been struck by 
highwaymen. Mr. Dalton declared that he 
would make a thorough investigation, and 
if the facts warrranted it, as they promised 
to do, he would dismiss the warrant against 
Duncan and issue one against the private 
watchman. 

Chiron was found by the police badly 
beaten and with one arm broken. The pri- 
vate watchman who was with him when the 
police came said that he had been beaten 
by a robber. Duncan, who was seen a 
short distance from the place of the as- 
sault, and who had a portrait belonging to 
Chiron under his arm, was arrested. 
Senator Hutland, who was retained to de- 
fend Duncan, produced several witnesses 
Monday to prove that Duncan was not 
guilty of the assault. Willard Favreau. 
who lives at 3530 Olive street, sald that 
he was sitting at the wimdow whon he 
saw Chiron stumble along the street op- 
posite his house, fall’ to the sidewalk 
and lie still, evMently asleep. Soon a 
private watchman came along and hit him 
with his night stick, to awaken him, he 
Supposed. Chiron, aroused by the blows, 
Staggered to his fest. As he reached an 
upright position the watchman hit him 
over the head. Chiron threw up his arm 
and the watchman hit him again, the 
tlow breaking his arm. 

Then the police came, and Duncan, who 
had been found about two blocks away, 
was arrested. Chiron was taken to the 
City Hospital. ee 

A. KRichner, a bartender at the Palms, 
near the scene of the assault, says Chiron 
and Duncan were drinking in the saloon 
about 1 o'clock. Chiron had the portra't 
under his arm. He threw down a silver 
dollar, and said» that was his last cent 
and he wanted to drink it up.

ARTIST BEATEN BY —|ROBBER'S PREY. ON 


COLLEGE CAMPUS 


Victim of St. Louis County Assault 
Has Had Many Similar 
Calamities. 


BEATING FOLLOWED A “LARK” 


Man Who Picked Him Up and Put 
Him on Car Held for In- 
vestigation. 


Gustav Ettinger is in a fair way to end

‘as released from the asylum in which 

‘as being treated for insanity, he has 


ys managed to get either beaten or | 
and to arrive at the hospital, where he}

nt found his way into the asylum. 

Exurly Monday morning, perhaps for the 
last time, he was again shot and badly 
beaten in St. Louis County, having Been re- 
leased from the wsylum Aug. 9. He was 
Sent to the City Hospital, suffering from a 
bullet wound back of the right temple, and 
a multitude of cuts and bruises. 

At 5:45 Monday morning Henry Vann, who 
lives in Easton Heights, two miles west of 
Wellston, was going to work and when 
passing the campus of Eden Callege, on tre 
St. Charles rock road, heard groans and 
Saw a dark object lying under a tree. 

Prompted by curiosity and perhaps by a 
Samaritan spirit, Vann inspected the ob- 
ject and found Ettinger lying on his back 
with his head on his folded coat. Ettinger 
was covered with blood; he was insensibie 
and his pockets were turned out. 

At some distance from him lay his hat, 
his cuffs, which were blood-stained, his 
pocketbook, empty, and 30 feet away his 
revolver, 34-caliber, with four cartridges, 
one discharged. Vann stuffed this property 
into Ettinger’s pockets, 

Vann had some difficulty in arousing the 
man, who told his name and said that he 
had been struck from behind and robbed. 

He became unconscious again, and Vann 
took him to Wellston, where he was ex- 
amined by Dr. Rolla Bracy, who consid- 
ered his condition critical. 

While waiting for an ambulance the po- 
lice aroused Ettinger sufficiently to hear 
him say that he worked fg the Wrought 
Iron Range Co. and lived at 2227 Locust 
street. 

In explanation of his condition, he said 
he had gone into the country Sunday with 
three other men for a walk, and that 
shortly after midpight, while walking along 
the St. Charles rock road, he had been 
attacked and struck on the head. He had 
mo recollection of having been shut, or: of 
having been carried to the college campus. 


Hard Luck Has 


Pursued Him. 
At the. City Hospital the surgeons who 
attended him said that he had a chance to 


recover. 

Ettinger is of weathy and influential 
family connections, but during his stay in 
St. Louis, thirteen years in duration, he 
has been the shuttlecock of fate, having 
been beaten in fights, knocked sengeless 
by robbers, clubbed by policemen, shot by 
deputy sheriffs until he has received what 
appears to be the finishing touch. 

His divorced wife, for he was married 12 
years ago and has @ son, says that his 
hard luck began about 11 years ago, when 
he received a severe clubbing from a police- 
man whom he resisted. It so affected his 
brain that he grew very violent and was 
sent to the asylum. He emerged in a short 
time, when he got into a barroom fight 
and was again beaten and went to the 
asylum. 

Seven years ago he engaged in a prize 
fight with Joe Frede in Tom Allen's resort, 
and stood up for 76 rounds, receiving a ter- 
rible beating. After the battle he relapsed 
into a condition of insensibility that lasted 
for two days, and went to the asylum. 
Three years ago he was shot twice by 
Deputy Sheriff Day while trying to escape 
arrest. Asylum again. And so his career 
has gone. 

Aug. 10 his friends secured his release 
from the asylum and found work for him. 
His cousin, Mrs. Flora Connors, took him 
into her boarding house, on Locust street. 
She says he ate supper there at 6:30 Sun- 
day night and left the house alone. He 
had.no associates in the house and roomed 
with his cousin, Louls Tassner. Since leav- 
ing the asylum a month ago he has not 
been drinking, she says, unless he drank 
after leaving the house and so got into 
bad company. He had only $3, or not 
more than $4, when she last saw him. 

Vann came to St. Louts from Detroit 
about two weeks ago. Sunday night he at- 
tended a performance at a downtown the- 
ater, took the wrong car and did not 
arrive hom until after midnight. The po- 
lice are holding him, but state that they 
believe his only connection with the case 
was in acting as “Good Samaritan.” A 
search is being made for the three men 
who Pttinger says went with him Into the 
country Sunday night.

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“THE CHINESE HONE YMOON” OFFERS 
PLENTY OF REAL STRENUOUS COMEDY 


Katie Barry and Fred Mace divided first

Husband, Already Ill, Was 
Able to Bear. 


Grieving over the death of his wife, news 
of which reached him in telegrams three 
days after the event, Robert Stockwell 
Hatcher of Lafayette, Ind., shot himself 
in a@ room at the Planters’ Hotel at 11 
o'clock Monday morning and died ten min- 
utes later. 

Mr. Hatcher was a clerk in the office of 
Walter 3B. Stevens, secretary of the 
World's Fair. Five years ago he was 
reading clerk of the National House of 
Representatives in Washington, where his 
wife formerly lived. Mrs. Hatcher, at the 
time of her death, was corresponding sec- 
retary general of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. 

She has been ill several years with con- 
sumption. Ten months ago Mr. Hatcher 
and wife, whe were then staying at the 
home of Mrs. Hatcher's relative A. J. 
Bannard, in Chicago, left for Arizona. 
They remained there several months, and 
as Mrs. Hatcher's health did not improve, 
they returned to the Bannard home. Mrs. 
Hatcher remained with Mrs. Bannard, and 
her husband came to St. Louis. 

Last Wednesday he informed Mr. Stev- 
ens that he had had an operation per- 
formed and felt too ill to work. He said 
he would return to his desk Monday. 

Friday night a telegram came to Mr. 
Stevens at Hotel Beers for Hatcher. 

Mr. Stevens did not know where Hatcher 
was staying. Sunday morning two more 
telegrams came. One was directed to Mr. 
Stevens and the other to Hatcher. 


Long Search 
With Message. 


The message to Mr. Stevens was from 


A. J. Bannard. It read: 

“Hatcher's wife died Friday. Please 
notify him. We have received no word.’ 

Mr. Stevens made an effort to locate 
Hatcher, but failed. Sunday afternoon 
one of the employes of his office learned 
that he wes at the Antlers Hotel, Garrison 
and Washington avenues. Mr. Sstevens 
then enclosed the three telegrams in 4 
letter and sent them to the hotel. Mr. 
Hatcher did not appear at his desk at the 
World’s Fair oMnday morning. Shortly 
after ll o'clock Mr. Stevens was informed 
of his death 

In the bouquet buttonhole of the dead 
man's coat was pinned one of the hote! 
blanks, which guests use to give directions 
concerning the. forwarding of their mail 
on which was written: 

“Notify H. C. Bannard, 410 State street, 
Chicago.”’ 

When Hatcher entered the Planters at 11 
o’alock he registered from Lafayette, Ind., 
and was assigned to room q 

A few minutes later one of the housemen 
heard the shot. He rushed into the room 
and found the guest on ‘he floor, blood 
flowing from the wound, which was just 
above the right ear. The revolver lay on 
the floor about a foot from the body. 
Hatcher was about 40 years old... He was 
neatly dressed, wearing a dark blue 
serge suit, patent leather shoes. 

His body was taken to the-morgue. The 
police notified Mr. Bannard, who will take 
charge. 

The telegrams which Mr. Stevens did rot 
open were from Mrs. Pannard. One wasa 
mere notification of the deatn. The other 
sent a day later read: ; 

“Georgia died ha get 63 Have notified 
vou. Have received no eply. Are you 
coming? ALICE y. BANNARD.’

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How to Use Quinces 


From the September “What to Eat.” 
Quince Honey. 


Quince honey ts a delicious and inexpen- 


sive sweet. Choose for this purpose only 
fully ripe and juicy quinces, then pare, core 
and grate them. To a cupful of the grated 
fruit allow three cupfuls of sugar and a 
cupful of water. Boil the sugar and water 
until {t spine a thread. add the grated 
quinces and continue boiling the mixture 
until it is as thick as honey. Put into 
jars and seal while hot. Keep in a dark 


closet. 


Quince Marmalade. 
Wash, pare, core and cut the frult Into 


small pieces. Put the parings into a ket- 
tle. cover with cold water, cook about % 
minutes, then strain through a cheese cloth. 
To this juice add the fruit and cook it 
slowly until soft, then rub through a 
sieve. Add three-fourths its measure in 
sugar, cook slowly about 20 minutes or un- 
til it becomes a jelly-like mass, stirring 
constantly to prevent burning, then turn 
into glasses. One-third apples is thought 
by many to improve this marmalade. 


Quince Jelly. 


Quinces make the clearest and dainttest 
of jellies, the rich, delicate flavor adding 
materially to many pleasing desserts. Wash 
and wipe the fruit, remove the stems and 
parts not fair and sound. The better part 
of the frult may be used for canning and 
preserves, the parings and fruit, half of 
each, for jelly. Add cold water to cover, 
cover and cook slowly untill tender, then 
drain, without squeezing, through a double 
thickness of cheese cloth. Allow three- 
quarters of a cup of sugar to & cup of 
juice. Boll the juice, not exceeding six 
cupfuls at a time, for about fifteen miin- 
utes, slowly add the sugar and continue 
boiling wunti) it jellies, then strain through 
a single thickness of cheese cloth and pour 


is a lighter-colored and more mildly fla- 
vored jelly. 


Ouince and Sweet Apple Preserve. 

Quince and sweet apple preserve is pre- 
ferred by many to preserves made only of 
quinces. Use two-thirds quinces amd one- 
third sweet apples. Pare and quarter the 
fruit, removing also the cores and woody 
portion beneath. Reserve the parings for 
jelly and swhbdivide the quarters, if the 
fruit is very large, into smaller pleces 
lengthwise. Weigh the fruit, allowing 
three-quarters of a pound of sugar to each 
pouml of fruit. Cover the quinces with 
cold water and cook untill each piece is ten- 
der, then skim out and add the sweet 
applies, cooking them also until tender. 
Strain the resulting Mquid, put back into 
the preserving kettle and boil abovt 16 
minutes, add the sugar, cook until it Jel- 
lies, then add the fruit amd let all cook 
together until of the desired color. Long 
cooking gives a darker tint to the pre- 
serves. 


Baked Quinces. 

Baked quinces, aa a luncheon 4ish, are 
greatly esteemed. Wipe, quarter, core and 
pare vufficient quinces to fill a baking dish. 
Sprinkle with sugar, covor the bottom of 
the dish with water, cover and cook until 
soft in a slow oven, basting them often. 
Quinces require a long time in cooking. 
Serve hot with cream or with butter and 
sugar.

PLAN IS APPROVED 


Members of Sanitary Commission, 
Aside From House of Delegates, 
Favor Incineration. 


The members of the commission to inves- 
tigate methods of mumicipal garbage re- 
duction met at the City Hall Monday morn- 
ing and adjourned to meet Friday at 10 
o'clock, 

Incineration by private contract will be 
the recommendation for the future disposal! 
of St. Louis’ garbage by the municipal in- 
vestigation commission, which held its 
first meeting Monday morning. 

While a majority of the commission have 
not yet publicly declared themselves, it is 
known that members of the board of pub- 
lic improvements strongly favor this solu- 
tion of the garbage reduction problem. 

It is also considered certain that the six 
members of the board will stand together 
in recommending an ordinance to fhe as- 
sembly. As there are 15 members of the 
|} commission, they will need only two add}. 
tional votes to control the report of the 
commission. 

These two votes, it is expected, will be se- 
cured from the four other members of the 
commission outside the House of Delegates, 
that is, Health Commissioner Simon, Coun- 
cilmen Gardner, Splegelhalter and Sheehan. 

Members of the board expect that Andrew 
Gazzolo, the new speaker of the House, 
will name a new sanitary committee which 
will represent the Butler interest. The five 
members of this committee will be members 
of the garbage investigation commission. 


Such a committee will, of course, be in- 
terested in seeing nothing done to prevent 
the St. Louls Sanitary Co. from securing a 
renewal of its present contract in Novem- 
ber, 1904.
